The  guiding  principle  underlying  any  student  regulation  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  is  its  contribution  to  the  best  interests  of  the  majority  of 
students  at  the  University.  The  Code  on  Undergraduate  Student  Affairs 
includes  regulations  governing  the  extracurricular  affairs  of  undergraduate 
students  and  their  organizations  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  The  majority 
of  these  regulations  have  been  formulated  by  the  Urbana-Champaign 
Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and  the  Student  Senate,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  Regulations  and  directives  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Offices  of  the  President,  the  Provost,  and 
the  Physical  Plant  have  been  included  to  increase  the  usefulness  and  com- 
pleteness of  this  reference. 


CHAPTER  I.    COMMITTEE  ON  STUDENT  AFFAIRS 

SECTION  A.    DUTIES  AND  FUNCTIONS 

The  Urbana-Champaign  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  have  the 
following  duties  and  functions,  and  such  others  as  shall  be  assigned  to  it  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Senate  or  the  President  of  the  University/ 

1.  Establishment  of  Policies.  It  shall  establish  policies  for  the  supervision  and 
guidance  of  extracurricular  affairs  and  activities  of  undergraduate  students,  with 
particular  attention  to  the  maintenance  of  proper  balance  with  and  primary 
emphasis  on  academic  affairs,  and  provide  for  publication  and  distribution  thereof. 

2.  Delegation  of  Functions.  It  shall  delegate  such  of  its  functions  as  it  sees  fit 
to  subcommittees  of  its  own  members  or  other  members  of  the  University  staff  or 
student  body,  or  to  subcommittees  composed  of  all  or  part  of  such  groups. 

3.  Assistance  to  Student  Government.  It  shall  assist  the  students  in  imple- 
menting a  plan  of  student  self-government  and  shall  delegate  such  powers  of  self- 
government  as  seem  reasonable  to  the  Committee.^ 

4.  Formulation  of  Rules  and  Regulations.  It  shall  formulate  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  will  implement  policies  agreed  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs,  the  Student  Senate,  and  the  Dean  of  Students. 

5.  Hearing  of  Appeals.  Within  its  areas  of  responsibility,  it  may  hear  appeals 
concerning  jurisdiction,  petitions,  and  interpretation  of  the  Code  on  Undergraduate 
Student  Affairs. 

6.  Advising  the  Dean  of  Students.  In  these  matters,  it  shall  advise  the  Dean  of 
Students,  who  is  the  administrative  officer  responsible  for  undergraduate  extra- 
curricular affairs  and  activities. 

SECTION  B.    RESPONSIBILITY  AREAS 

The  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  establish  policies  and  advise  the  Dean 
of  Students  in  matters  pertaining  to  undergraduates  in  regard  to  housing,  organi- 
zations, recognition  and  supervision  of  student  organizations  and  activities  and 
their  use  of  University  facilities,  social  and  special  events,  student  participation  in 
activities,  group  absences,  and  the  maintenance  of  safe,  moral,  and  healthful  living 
conditions  for  all  students. 

SECTION  C.    MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Faculty.  Faculty  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Urbana-Champaign 
Senate.  One  shall  be  appointed  as  chairman.  Two  of  the  faculty  members  shall 
be  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women  as  ex-officio  members  representing 
the  Dean  of  Students.   The  Dean  of  Men  shall  serve  as  secretary. 

2.  Student.  Nine^  students  shall  be  elected  by  the  Student  Senate  to  serve  on 
the  Committee.  They  shall  include  one  representative,  each,  from  the  Illini  Union 
Board,  Women's  Independent  Student  Association,  Panhellenic,  Men's  Residence 
Halls  Association,  Interfraternity  Council,  and  Men's  Independent  Association;  the 
Coordination  Committee  Chairman;  the  President  and  the  Executive  Vice- 
President  of  the  Senate.

SECTION  D.    SUBCOMMITTEES 

1.  Standing  Subcommittees. 

a.  Committee  on  Men's  Housing.  This  subcommittee  shall  formulate  policies 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  with  regard  to  the  organization  and  recog- 
nition of  fraternities  and  men's  organized  houses  and  the  maintenance  of  safe, 
moral,  and  healthful  housing  and  living  conditions  for  undergraduate  men,  and 
shall  advise  organized  men's  houses  on  their  budgets  and  other  financial  problems.* 
The  Assistant  Deans  of  Men  for  fraternity  and  independent  men  and  the  Assistant 
Director  of  Housing  shall  be  ex-officio  members  representing  the  Dean  of  Students. 

b.  Committee  on  Women's  Housing.  This  subcommittee  shall  formulate 
policies  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  with  regard  to  the  organization 
and  recognition  of  sororities  and  women's  organized  houses  and  the  maintenance 
of  safe,  moral,  and  healthful  housing  and  living  conditions  for  undergraduate 
women,  and  shall  advise  organized  women's  houses  on  their  budgets  and  other 
financial  problems.*  The  Assistant  Deans  of  Women  for  sorority  and  independent 
women  and  the  Coordinator  for  Women's  Housing  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
representing  the  Dean  of  Students. 

c.  Committee  on  Student  Organizations  Not  Maintaining  Houses.  This  sub- 
committee shall  formulate  policies  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  in 
regard  to  recognition,  eligibility  for  membership,  fees,  and  programs  of  student 
organizations  not  maintaining  houses.  The  Assistant  Dean  of  Students  for  student 
organizations  shall  keep  copies  of  constitutions  and  such  records  as  the  Committee 
may  desire. 

d.  Committee  on  Organization  Social  Events.  This  subcommittee  shall  formu- 
late policies  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  in  regard  to  the  social  events 
of  house  and  organization  groups;  shall  recommend  what  records  and  reports 
of  social  events  shall  be  made  by  student  officers,  sponsors,  and  chaperons;  and 
shall  advise  organizations  on  ways  and  means  of  maintaining  high  standards  of 
social  conduct.  The  Dean  of  Women  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  subcommittee 
and  administrative  officer  representing  the  Dean  of  Students.  She  shall  keep  such 
records  as  the  Committee  may  desire. 

2.  Additional  Subcommittees.  The  Chairman  may  establish  additional  sub- 
committees as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  Dean  of  Students  may  appoint  a 
representative  of  his  office  to  serve  on  each  subcommittee. 

SECTION  E.  RELATIONSHIPS 

1.  Urbana-Champaign  Senate.  The  Committee  is  appointed  by  and  is  respon- 
sible to  the  Urbana-Champaign  Senate. 

2.  President  of  the  University.  The  President  may  assign  duties  to  the  Com- 
mittee, in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  the  Senate. 

3.  Dean  of  Students.'  The  Committee  shall  advise  the  Dean  of  Students,  who 
is  the  administrative  officer  responsible  for  undergraduate  extracurricular  affairs 
and  activities.  The  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women  and  various .  assistants 
and  other  officers  serve  as  members  of  his  staff. 

4.  Student-Faculty  Boards.^  Various  partially  autonomous  student-faculty 
boards  have  been  established  in  connection  with  special  groups  or  activities.  (The 
Athletic  Council  is  an  exception  and  receives  its  powers  from  the  Athletic  Asso-

elation.)  These  boards  (directing  or  advising  various  activities)  are  separate 
administrative  units  with  functions  coordinated  in  the  general  activity  program  by 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  (see  Chapter  II,  Section  I).  On  nomination 
by  the  Dean  of  Students,  the  President  of  the  University  appoints  the  faculty 
members  to  these  boards.  Activities  under  student-faculty  boards  are  expected  to 
observe  all  general  regulations  of  the  Code  on  Undergraduate  Student  Affairs. 

5.  Other  Urbana-Champaign  University  Senate  Committees  (not  responsible 
to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs). 

a.  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline  and  Subcommittee  on  Undergradu- 
ate Student  Discipline.  These  committees  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
render  decisions  in  all  disciplinary  cases,  concerning  both  individuals  and  recog- 
nized organizations. 

b.  Senate  Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers.  This  committee  shall  approve  or 
disapprove  visiting  speakers  invited  by  student  organizations  to  speak  on  Univer- 
sity premises.    (See  Appendix  I,  page  36.) 

c.  Student  Affairs  Coordinating  Board.^  This  board  shall  establish  policies  to 
coordinate  the  various  student  affairs  committees  of  the  Graduate  College  and 
professional  colleges  at  Urbana-Champaign  and  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs.  The  Office  of  Student  Organizations  shall  serve  as  a  central  office  for 
recording  information  about  all  extracurricular  activities. 

SECTION  F.    LEGISLATIVE  FUNCTIONS 

1.  Establishment  of  Policies  and  Regulations  for  Extracurricular  Affairs.  Sub- 
ject to  such  statements  of  policy  as  have  been  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  Senate,  the  Committee  shall  establish  for  the  guidance  of  the  students 
and  for  the  information  of  the  faculty  such  policies  and  regulations  pertaining  to 
extracurricular  affairs  and  activities  as  seem  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Committee,  its  various  subcommittees,  the  Student  Senate,  and  the 
student  body. 

2.  Delegation  of  Legislative  Powers.  Coordinate  legislative  power  is  delegated 
to  the  Student  Senate  except  in  matters  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
University  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board,  University  Theatre,  lUini  Publish- 
ing Company,  Interfraternity  Council,  Panhellenic,  Men's  Independent  Associa- 
tion, Women's  Independent  Student  Association,  Men's  Residence  Halls  Associa- 
tion, Assembly  Hall  Student-Faculty  Board,  and  Intramural  Activities  Advisory 
Board.

CHAPTER  II.   STUDENT  SENATE 

SECTION  A.    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Student  Senate,  hereinafter  termed 
the  Senate,  shall  be  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  student  body,  to  exer- 
cise general  policy-making  authority  over  all  student  activities  and  affairs  in 
conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  to  encourage  responsible 
citizenship,  and  to  serve  as  the  agent  of  expression  of  student  opinion  on  any 
subject. 

SECTION  B.    MEMBERSHIP 

The  Senate  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  sixty-five  members,  who  shall  be 
undergraduates,  including  ex-ofhcio  senators  and  district  senators. 

1.  Ex-Officio  Senators.  The  ex-officio  senators  shall  consist  of  one  each  from 
University  Theatre,  Illini  Union  Board,  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board, 
Campus  Chest,  and  Association  of  International  Students;  and  two  each  from 
Women's  Independent  Student  Association,  Panhellenic,  Men's  Independent  As- 
sociation, Interfraternity  Council,  and  Men's  Residence  Halls  Association. 

2.  District  Senators.  The  district  senators  shall  be  elected  by  the  under- 
graduate student  body  from  designated  districts. 

3.  Officers.  The  Senate  shall  elect  such  officers  as  are  provided  in  its  by-laws.^ 

SECTION  C.    MEMBERSHIP  ON  COMMITTEE  ON  STUDENT  AFFAIRS 

1.  Selection.  The  Senate  shall  elect  nine  students  to  serve  on  the  Committee 
(see  Chapter  I,  Section  C2). 

2.  Term  of  Office.  The  term  of  office  for  the  student  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Affairs  shall  begin  June  1  immediately  following  their  election 
and  shall  continue  for  one  year.  If  the  senatorial  position  of  any  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs  shall  expire,  that  person  shall  retain  full  member- 
ship on  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Such  person  shall  also  retain  speaking 
privileges  in  the  Senate  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

3.  Vacancies  and  Absences. 

a.  Vacancies.  If  the  seat  of  any  student  member  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  shall  be  declared  vacant  by  the  chairman,  the  Senate  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
in  accordance  with  its  by-laws. 

b.  Absences.  If  a  student  member  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  must 
be  absent  from  the  campus  for  more  than  two  weeks,  the  Senate  may  appoint  a 
temporary  member  to  serve  on  the  Committee  as  a  temporary  substitute  with  full 
voting  privileges. 

SECTION  D.    FACULTY  ADVISERS 

There  shall  be  three  faculty  advisers  to  the  Senate:  one  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  University,  one  selected  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs, 
and  one  elected  by  the  Student  Senate.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  faculty  advisers 
to  attend  meetings  and  advise  the  Senate  or  any  of  its  members  on  problems 
before  the  Senate.

SECTION  E.    FUNCTIONS 

1.  Legislative  Function. 

a.  Extent  of  Legislative  Authority.  The  Senate  shall  have  legislative  power 
coordinate  with  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  on  all  matters  falling  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  except  in  matters  falling  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Interfraternity  Council,  Panhellenic,  Men's  Independent  Association, 
Women's  Independent  Student  Association,  Men's  Residence  Halls  Association, 
Concert  and  Entertainment  Board,  University  Theatre,  and  Illini  Publishing 
Company. 

b.  Approval  of  the  Code.  Proposed  amendments  may  originate  in  either  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs  or  the  Senate.  Upon  passage  by  one  body,  a 
measure  shall  be  referred  to  the  other  for  consideration.  When  a  measure  has 
been  agreed  upon  by  both  bodies,  it  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Dean  of  Students 
for  his  approval.  Should  the  two  bodies  fail  to  agree  on  a  proposal,  the  matter 
may  be  referred  to  the  Dean  of  Students  by  either  body. 

c.  Powers  of  Recommendation.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  state  its 
official  opinion  or  to  suggest  changes  on  any  subject  and  to  forward  these  opinions 
to  any  appropriate  authority. 

d.  Referenda.^ 

(1)  Any  measure  may  be  submitted  to  the  student  body  for  its  consideration 
if  the  Senate  deems  it  necessary  or  advisable.  The  measure  will  become  effective 
under  the  power  of  the  Senate  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast  on  the 
measure. 

(2)  Any  measure  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Senate  may  be  submitted  as 
a  referendum  to  the  student  body  by  the  Senate  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Any  referendum  that  exceeds  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Student  Senate,  if  passed  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  for  consideration.  The  measure 
shall  become  effective  if  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and  the 
Dean  of  Students. 

(3)  Petition  for  referendum  (see  Chapter  II,  Section  F). 

2.  Investigative  Function. 

a.  Extent  of  Investigative  Authority.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  inves- 
tigate any  aspect  of  student  welfare. 

b.  Opinion  Polls.  The  Senate  may,  at  its  discretion,  conduct  polls  of  student 
opinion  on  any  matter. 

c.  Authority  to  Summon  Witnesses.  Senate  committees,  with  the  approval  of 
a  Senate  officer,  shall  have  the  authority  to  summon  undergraduate  students  as 
witnesses  in  Senate  investigations.  Students  thus  summoned  are  required  to 
appear  and  testify  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  summons.  Failure  to 
comply  with  such  summons  shall  be  regarded  as  conduct  prejudicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  University  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  University  Senate  Sub- 
committee on  Student  Discipline. 

3.  Appointive  Function.  The  Senate  shall  make  appointments  of  students  to 
boards  and  committees  as  required  or  requested. 

^  The  Dean  of  Students,  in  consultation  with  the  President  of  the  Student  Senate 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  may  in  the  interest  of 
clarity  and  objectivity,  but  without  substantive  change,  request  reconsideration  of  the 
phrasing  of  referendum  questions  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  student  body.  If 
desirable,  other  staff  members  who  can  lend  specific  assistance  may  be  called  into 
such  reconsideration. 


SECTION  F.    RIGHTS  OF  STUDENTS 

1.  Initiative  Provisions.  The  student  body  shall  have  the  power  to  initiate 
legislation  under  the  following  provisions: 

a.  Petition.  A  petition  stating  the  desired  legislation  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Senate. 

b.  Signatures.  This  petition  shall  contain  the  signatures  of  two  hundred  under- 
graduates registered  in  the  current  semester. 

c.  Verification.  The  authenticity  of  the  signatures  shall  be  verified  by  the 
Dean  of  Students. 

d.  Processing.  The  secretary  shall  present  the  petition  at  the  next  duly  sched- 
uled meeting  of  the  Senate  after  receipt  of  the  petition. 

e.  Time  Limit.  The  Senate  shall  have  a  period  of  thirty  days,  commencing 
with  the  introduction  into  the  Senate,  for  legislative  consideration  of  the  petition. 

f.  Approval.  To  become  effective  under  the  authority  of  the  Senate,  the 
petition  must  receive  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate,  except  in  the  case  of  changes 
in  the  Code  or  Senate  by-laws,  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote.  The 
petition  may  be  defeated  only  by  a  two-thirds  negative  vote  of  the  Senate. 

g.  Petitions  Not  Passed  or  Defeated.  Petitions  neither  passed  nor  defeated  by 
the  Senate  within  the  consideration  period  shall  be  submitted  to  the  student  body 
at  the  next  Senate  election,  and  shall  become  effective  under  the  authority  of  the 
Senate  when  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the  referendum. 

h.  Petitions  Not  in  Senate  Jurisdiction.  Petitions  involving  legislation  beyond 
the  authority  of  the  Senate  shall  be  submitted  as  a  referendum  at  the  next  Senate 
election.  Such  measures  shall  become  effective  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  on  the  measure  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  and  the  Dean  of  Students. 

i.  Petition  for  Referendum.  A  petition  for  the  Senate  to  hold  a  referendum 
will  follow  the  process  for  any  other  petition,  thereby  requiring  a  two-thirds 
negative  vote  to  defeat. 

2.  Floor  Privileges. 

a.  In  the  Senate.  Any  student  shall  have  the  right  of  debate  on  specific  ques- 
tions on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  upon  notifying  the  Senate  President  of  such  inten- 
tion one  week  prior  to  the  meeting  in  which  floor  privileges  are  desired.  The 
privilege  of  the  floor  may  be  granted  to  anyone  without  prior  notification  with 
the  approval  of  three-fourths  of  those  present  and  voting. 

b.  In  Committees.  Any  student  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  before  Senate 
committees.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  notified  prior  to  the  com- 
mittee meeting  by  the  student  desiring  the  privilege.  Such  floor  privileges  shall 
not  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  student  may  be  in  attendance  throughout  the 
committee  meeting. 

3.  Open  Senate  Meetings.  Meetings  of  the  Senate  shall  be  open  to  the  public 
except  when  the  Senate  votes  to  go  into  executive  session. 

SECTION  G.    BY-LAWS 

The  Senate  shall  operate  under  a  set  of  by-laws  approved  by  the  Senate. 

SECTION  H.    SOURCES  OF  REVENUE 

1.  Vending  Machine  Fund.  The  Student  Senate  shall  administer  monies  from 
the  Vending  Machine  Fund  in  accordance  with  authority  delegated  from  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.^

2.  Student  Fines.  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  fines  collected  by  the  University 
Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline  and  its  subcommittees  shall  be  used  for 
the  regular  expenses  of  the  Senate.^ 

SECTION  I.    COORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Coordination  Committee  is  a  Senate  committee  responsible  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Student  AfTairs  and  the  Dean  of  Students  (see  Chapter  I,  Section  E4). 

1.  Functions. 

a.  Regulations.  Administer  regulations  applying  to  recognized  student  organi- 
zations and  boards,  and  supervise  general  University  events  and  special  events 
sponsored  by  them. 

b.  Budgets.  Supervise  approval  of  budgets  for  such  general  University  events 
except  those  of  the  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board,  Illini  Publishing  Company, 
University  Theatre,  Assembly  Hall  Student-Faculty  Board,  and  Intramural 
Activities  Advisory  Board. 

c.  Tickets.  Supervise  printing,  issuing,  collecting,  and  auditing  of  tickets  and 
pass-out  checks,  and  the  distribution  of  complimentary  tickets. 

d.  Conflict  of  Events.  Minimize  conflicts  and  undue  competition  between 
events. 

e.  Calendar  of  Events.  Call  for  petitions  in  the  spring  semester  for  events  in 
the  coming  year  and  prepare  a  calendar  of  such  events. 

f.  Handling  of  Petitions.  Recommend  approval  or  disapproval  of  events  (in- 
cluding those  under  departmental  sponsorship)  and  the  sales  of  articles  sponsored 
by  recognized  organizations  and  set  the  time,  place,  and  date  thereof,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  The  Senate  and  the  Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Affairs  shall  be  informed  of  the  committee's  actions.  The  Senate  and/or  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs  may  hear  appeals  by  organizations  whose  petitions 
have  been  denied  by  the  Coordination  Committee  (see  Chapter  I,  Section  A5). 

2.  Membership.  The  Committee  shall  have  twelve  members  —  three  faculty 
and  nine  student. 

a.  Faculty.  One  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs,  one  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  Students,  and  one  to  be  the  Assistant  Dean 
of  Students  for  student  organizations,  who  shall  serve  as  executive  secretary  and 
administrative  officer  representing  the  Dean  of  Students. 

b.  Student.  One  each  from  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board,  Illini  Union 
Board,  University  Theatre,  Men's  Independent  Association,  Women's  Independent 
Student  Association,  Men's  Residence  Halls  Association,  Interfraternity  Council, 
Panhellenic,  and  the  Chairman,  who  is  elected  by  the  Student  Senate.

CHAPTER  III.    STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  AND  ACTIVITIES 

SECTION  A.    REQUIREMENTS  FOR  RECOGNITION 

1.  Organizations  Not  Maintaining  Houses.  For  recognition  by  the  University, 
any  educational,  professional,  recreational,  honorary,  or  other  type  of  student  or 
student-faculty  organization  must  apply  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  such 
application  to  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities 
and  to  list  the  faculty  adviser  and  the  full  names  of  its  members  in  alphabetical 
order,  designating  the  officers,  its  initiation  and  other  fees,  and  requirements  for 
membership.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  its  constitution 
and  by-laws  and  a  statement  of  its  purpose  and  functions.  Additions  or  changes 
to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  must  be  submitted  at  278  Illini  Union  (South) 
for  approval  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  Any  new  student  organization 
having  a  clause  in  its  constitution  limiting  membership  on  the  basis  of  race, 
religion,  or  national  origin  shall  not  be  granted  University  recognition. 

2.  Organizations  Maintaining  Houses.  For  recognition  by  the  University,  any 
fraternity,  sorority,  or  organized  house  must  apply  to  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs,  such  application  to  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Men,  110 
Student  Services  Building,  or  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  130  Student 
Services  Building,  in  the  case  of  men's  or  women's  houses,  respectively.  Accom- 
panying the  application  shall  be  the  names  of  the  officers,  members,  advisers  or 
sponsors,  the  initiation  and  other  fees,  requirements  for  membership,  constitution 
and  by-laws,  and  a  statement  of  the  organization's  purpose  and  functions.^  No 
new  student  organization  which  has  a  clause  restricting  membership  on  the  basis 
of  race,  religion,  or  national  origin  shall  be  granted  University  recognition.  For 
recognition,  an  organization  maintaining  a  house  must  either  be  a  member  of  a 
housing  group  or  have  an  official  representative  appear  before  the  Housing  Sub- 
committee of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  to  present  satisfactory  reasons  for 
recognition  without  establishing  or  maintaining  membership  in  a  housing  group. 

SECTION  B.    RECOGNITION  PRIVILEGES 

University  recognition  gives  to  an  organization  the  privilege  of  using  Univer- 
sity facilities  and  services;  the  sponsoring  of  certain  group  functions  such  as  social, 
athletic,  and  cultural  events;  the  use  of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  as  a 
depository;  and  the  right  to  request  financial  aid  from  the  Student  Senate. 

SECTION  C.    WITHDRAWAL  OF  RECOGNITION 

Recognition  of  an  organization  may  be  refused  or  withdrawn  at  any  time 
because  of  policies  or  practices  inimical  to  education  or  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  University,  excessive  fees  or  dues,  inactivity  or  noncompliance  with  University 
regulations. 

SECTION  D.    VIOLATION  OF  UNIVERSITY  REGULATIONS 

1.  Warning.  A  warning  places  no  actual  restrictions  on  the  social  activities 
of  the  organization,  but  if  the  organization  does  not  conform  to  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  University  regulations,  any  subsequent  infractions  (within  a  stated  period) 
will  result  in  further  disciplinary  action.

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2.  Rehabilitative  Probation.  This  probation  places  such  restrictions  on  the 
organization  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Student 
Discipline.  The  organization  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Subcommittee  and/or  a 
committee  appointed  by  it  for  the  probation  period.  The  appointed  committee 
shall  prescribe  activities  designed  to  promote  the  administrative  reorganization, 
the  educational  and  cultural  interests,  the  recreational  and  social  interests,  and 
the  general  welfare  of  the  organization  in  question. 

3.  Social  Probation.  This  probation  prohibits  the  organization  from  partici- 
pating in  and  sponsoring  social  events  (see  Chapter  IV).  It  applies  to  all  organi- 
zations whether  a  house  director  is  available  or  not. 

4.  Disciplinary  Probation.  Such  probation  includes  social  probation  and  pro- 
hibits the  organization  from  participating  in  any  of  the  following:  intramural 
athletics,  Homecoming  Stunt  Show,  Homecoming  house  decorations,  Homecoming 
badge  sales.  Dad's  Day  Stunt  Show,  Spring  Event,  Sachem  Sing,  Shi-Ai  Sing,  and 
Watcheka  Sing. 

5.  Withdrawal  of  Recognition. 

6.  Other  Penalties.   Such  other  penalties  may  be  applied  as  seem  justified. 

SECTION  E.    LIMITATION  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

Active  membership  in  recognized  student  organizations  shall  be  limited  to 
regularly  registered  students,  their  spouses,  and  members  of  the  University  staff 
and  their  spouses.  Organizations  consisting  of  undergraduate  students  and  gradu- 
ate, law,  or  veterinary  medicine  students  shall  be  subject  to  regulations  governing 
undergraduate  student  organizations.^ 

SECTION  F.    INFORMAL  INITIATION' 

1.  Definition.  Informal  initiation  shall  be  defined  as  all  rites  and  activities, 
including  those  of  pledgeship,  carried  on  prior  to  the  formal  ritualistic  services 
which  induct  members  into  the  organization,  or  those  that  are  characterized  by 
any  degree  of  "horseplay"  and  physical  activity,  whether  they  occur  before  or 
after  the  formal  and  ceremonial  services. 

2.  Regulations. 

a.  Organizations  Not  Maintaining  Houses. 

(1)  No  part  of  the  formal  initiation  may  be  held  outside  the  limits  of 
Champaign-Urbana. 

(2)  The  duration  of  any  informal  initiation  may  not  exceed  three  hours. 
This  limit  does  not  apply  to  the  pledge  period. 

(3)  The  initiation  shall  be  attended  by  the  president  and  the  faculty  adviser 
of  the  organization. 

(4)  No  form  of  force,  which  a  person  might  reasonably  foresee  would  subject 
the  initiate  to  danger  of  physical  harm  or  injury,  may  be  practiced.  No  initiate 
may  be  subjected  to  activity  which  will  cause  excessive  fatigue.  Paddling  in  any 
form  is  specifically  prohibited. 

(5)  Approval  of  informal  initiations  must  be  obtained  by  submitting  a  peti-

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tion  to  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  lUini  Union 
(South),  two  weeks  in  advance,  stating  the  time,  place,  and  description  of  the 
initiation  and  be  signed  by  the  organization's  president  and  faculty  adviser. 

b.  Fraternities  and  Sororities.  Fraternity  and  sorority  informal  initiations  must 
comply  with  all  University  regulations  and  such  others  as  the  Interfraternity  and 
Panhellenic  Councils  may  impose.  Direct  supervision  of  these  initiations  is  dele- 
gated to  the  Interfraternity  and  Panhellenic  Councils. 

c.  Other  Organizations  Maintaining  Houses.  These  groups  must  obtain  prior 
approval  of  their  informal  initiation  plans  from  the  adviser  of  their  respective 
housing  groups. 

SECTION  G.    FORBIDDEN  ORGANIZATIONS 

Organizations  with  purposes  or  practices  contrary  to  morality,  to  education, 
or  to  public  or  University  welfare,  or  with  a  secret  membership  will  not  be 
permitted  to  exist  on  the  campus. 

SECTION  H.    STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  NOT  MAINTAINING  HOUSES 

Such  organizations  are  subject  to  the  following  special  regulations: 

1.  Registration  of  Officers.  Each  recognized  organization  must  keep  on  file 
with  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  lUini  Union  (South), 
a  correct  and  up-to-date  list  of  its  officers  and  faculty  adviser,  and  must  submit 
a  complete  membership  list  upon  request. 

2.  Incorporation  Forbidden.  No  undergraduate  student  organization  shall  be 
permitted  to  incorporate  locally  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 

3.  Classification  of  Meetings. 

a.  Business  Meeting.  An  assembly  of  members  for  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  organization. 

b.  Social  Meeting.  An  assembly  of  members  for  social  and  recreational 
purposes. 

c.  Combination  Meeting.  An  assembly  of  members  for  both  business  and 
social-recreational  purposes. 

d.  Open  Meeting.   An  organization-sponsored  meeting  open  to  nonmembers. 

4.  Meeting  Regulations. 

a.  Closed  Meeting  Period.  No  student  activity  or  organization,  except  men's 
and  women's  houses  and  member  organizations  of  the  housing  groups,  shall 
schedule  or  hold  meetings  or  functions  on  Monday  nights  between  the  hours  of 
6:00  and  8:00. 

b.  Social  Meeting.  Such  meeting  must  comply  with  the  regulations  governing 
social  events  (see  Chapter  IV). 

c.  Combination  Meeting.  Such  meeting  shall  be  limited  to  two  hours  duration, 
of  which  no  more  than  forty-five  minutes  shall  be  social  or  recreational.  Attend- 
ance shall  be  voluntary  at  this  part  of  the  meeting. 

d.  Open  Meeting.  Such  meeting  must  comply  with  the  regulations  governing 
social  and  special  events  (see  Chapter  IV). 

e.  Mixed  Meeting.  Groups  composed  of  both  men  and  women  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  meet  in  student  residences  except  by  petition  to  and  approval  by  the 
Subcommittee  on  Organization  Social  Events.    The  residences  must  also  petition. 

f.  Closing  Hour.  All  types  of  meetings  shall  terminate  not  later  than  10:00 
p.m.  Sunday  through  Thursday,  and  12:00  p.m.  Friday  and  Saturday. 

g.  Speakers.     Approval    by    the    University    Senate    Committee    on    Visiting 
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Speakers  for  all  non-student  or  non-faculty  speakers  in  University  facilities  must 
be  requested  by  petition  at  the  Reservations  Office,  165  lUini  Union,  or  the 
Central  Office  on  the  Use  of  Space,  237  Davenport  House.  See  Appendixes  I  and 
II  for  University  Speakers  Policy.) 

SECTION  I.    ELIGIBILITY 

Presidents  or  chairmen  of  student  activities  are  required  upon  request  to 
submit  to  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities  a  list  of  all  students 
participating  in  the  activities  under  their  leadership,  indicating  the  position  held 
by  the  participants  in  the  activity. 

1.  Regulations. 

a.  Eligibility.  Any  regularly  enrolled  student  is  eligible,  provided  he  is  carry- 
ing not  fewer  than  twelve  hours. 

b.  Additional  Requirements,  Any  activity  board  or  organization  may  establish 
and  administer  additional  eligibility  rules. 

SECTION  J.    UNIVERSITY  AFFILIATED  EXTRACURRICULAR  ORGANIZATIONS 
WITH  SPECIAL  DELEGATED  AUTHORITY 

1.  Responsible  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and  the  Dean  of  Students. 

a.  mini  Publishing  Company  Board  of  Directors.  This  student-faculty  board 
conducts  the  business  of  the  lUini  Publishing  Company,  a  corporation,  and 
appoints  editors,  business  managers,  and  other  officers  and  staff  members  of  all 
student  publications. 

b.  University  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board.  This  student-faculty  board 
manages  Star  Course  and  is  organized  to  supervise  and  conduct  all  concerts 
and  public  entertainments  (except  social  functions)  which  are  given  by  profes- 
sional artists  under  the  auspices  of  the  University  or  affiliated  organizations  and 
for  which  admission  is  charged. 

c.  University  Theatre  Board  of  Control.  This  student-faculty  board  super- 
vises the  University  Theatre,  an  organization  devoted  to  the  study,  practice,  and 
development  of  theatre  art  and  furnishes  practical  training  and  experience  for 
students  in  the  theatre. 

d.  Interfraternity  Council.  The  council  operates  under  the  direction  of  social 
fraternity  representatives  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Fraternity 
Affairs,  a  student-faculty  board  which  has  jurisdiction  over  all  men's  social 
fraternities.  It  is  the  supervisory  body  of  all  member  fraternities  at  the  University 
of  Illinois.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  for  the  general  welfare  and  social,  scholastic, 
and  recreational  activities  of  the  members  of  the  fraternities  at  the  University, 
and  to  instill  in  them  the  highest  regard  for  the  traditions  and  institutions  of  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

e.  Panhellenic  Council.  The  council  operates  under  the  direction  of  the  presi- 
dents of  social  sororities  with  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Panhellenic  Affairs,  a 
student-faculty  board  which  is  the  representative  of  the  University,  City  Pan- 
hellenic, and  Collegiate  Panhellenic.  It  maintains  fraternity  life  and  interfra- 
ternity relations  on  a  high  plane,  promotes  sound  scholarship  and  high  social 
standards,  compiles  regulations,  and  promotes  a  forum  for  discussion  of  questions 
of  mutual  interest. 

f.  Men's  Independent  Association.  This  is  an  association  of  independent  men 
which  operates  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  of  Men's  Independent  Associa- 
tion, whose  membership  consists  of  recognized  men's  independent  house  represen- 
tatives and  the  Faculty  Advisory  Board.  The  association  promotes  and  furthers  the 
interest  of  all  independent  men. 
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g.  Men's  Residence  Halls  Association.  The  association  represents  all  men 
living  in  University  residence  halls  and  is  composed  of  the  separate  houses  within 
the  Men's  Residence  Halls. 

h.  Women's  Independent  Student  Association.  This  is  an  association  of  inde- 
pendent women  which  operates  under  the  direction  of  the  Women's  Independent 
Student  Association  Second  Council,  whose  membership  consists  of  women's  inde- 
pendent house  presidents  and  representatives  and  the  faculty  adviser.  The 
association  promotes  and  furthers  the  interests  of  independent  women  students. 

i.  Intramural  Activities  Advisory  Board.''-  This  student-faculty  board  advises 
the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Intramural  Activities  on  policies  and  practices  in 
the  administration  of  the  intramural  program,  serves  as  a  board  of  consultants  on 
matters  which  the  Director  or  other  officers  may  bring  to  the  board,  presents 
appraisal  reports  periodically  for  the  President  of  the  University  and  other  officers 
concerned,  and  serves  as  coordinating  board  in  relation  to  other  University  groups. 

j.  Student  Organizations  Fund  Executive  Board.  This  student-faculty  board 
administers  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  (see  Chapter  V). 

k.  mini  Union  Board.^  This  student-faculty  board  promotes  and  ad- 
ministers programs  which  serve  the  cultural,  educational,  recreational,  and  social 
interests  of  the  general  student  body  and  University  staff,  and  by  these  programs 
to  aid  the  development  of  leadership  and  provide  opportunity  for  students  to 
develop  skills  in  human  relations.  To  further  these  aims,  the  Illini  Union  Board 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  those  student  activities,  programs, 
and  services  which  are  of  an  all-University  nature  and  which  are  approved  or 
expanded  by  assignment  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs;  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  organizing  and  directing  activity  programs  for  the  faculty,  staff,  and 
alumni  of  the  University;  and  shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Director 
of  the  Illini  Union  with  regard  to  the  management  and  operation  of  the  Illini 
Union  and  its  auxiliary  enterprises. 

1.  Campus  Chest.  This  organization  operates  under  the  direction  of  the 
Campus  Chest  Board,  a  student-faculty  board,  and  is  responsible  for  the  one 
annual  campus  charity  drive.  It  may  carry  on  such  other  charitable  activities  as 
shall  be  deemed  desirable  by  the  Campus  Chest  Board  and  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  This  Board  also  allocates  all  funds  and  materials 
of  the  Campus  Chest. 

m.  Student  Senate.   The  student  governing  body  (see  Chapter  II). 

n.  Assembly  Hall  Student-Faculty  Board.^  This  board  is  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  University  to  advise  the  Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  general  operation  of  the  Hall  and  to  recommend  policies  relating 
to  priorities  in  scheduling,  rental  rates,  etc.  Such  policies  will  be  submitted  to  the 
President  for  review  and  approval.  The  Board  should  encourage  optimum  utiliza- 
tion of  the  facilities  and  may  itself  sponsor  events  which  do  not  fall  in  the  areas 
of  interest  of  existing  organizations. 

2.  Not  Responsible  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  or  the  Dean  of 
Students. 

a.  Athletic  Association.    This  corporation,  operating  under  the  direction  of  a

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Board  of  Directors  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  carries  on  athletic  sports  and 
promotes  athletic  interests  among  the  students  of  the  University.  Varsity  letters 
and  other  awards  and  the  selection  of  student  managers  are  made  by  the  Athletic 
Council,  a  student-faculty  board  responsible  to  the  Athletic  Association. 

b.  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps.  This  department  of  the  University  con- 
ducts the  Armed  Forces  program  in  which  two  years  of  basic  training  are  required 
of  all  qualified  male  students.  Two  years  of  advanced  training  leading  to  an 
officer's  commission  are  available  on  a  voluntary  basis  to  those  qualified  and 
acceptable. 

c.  University  Bands,  Chorus,  Choir,^  and  Oratorio  Society.  These  organizations 
operate  under  the  direction  of  the  College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts.  They  give 
campus  and  off-campus  concerts  and  furnish  music  for  commencement,  convo- 
cations, athletic  events,  military  ceremonies,  and  other  occasions. 

3.  Not  Responsible  to  the  University  Administration  Except  in  Connection 
with  Events  in  University  Facilities. 

a.  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  This  is  a 
private  corporation  operating  under  a  Board  of  Directors,  one-third  of  whom  are 
students  and  two-thirds  are  faculty  or  alumni. 

b.  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  This  is 
a  private  corporation  operating  under  the  direction  of  the  Corporation  Board, 
a  student-faculty  board. 

c.  Campus  Churches  and  Foundations.  These  are  private  organizations  serving 
the  religious  interests  of  University  students.

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CHAPTER  IV.    SOCIAL  AND  SPECIAL  EVENTS 

SECTION  A.    SOCIAL  EVENTS 

Social  events  include  all  those  which  are  sponsored  and  planned  by  a  house 
or  organization  recognized  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and  at  which 
both  men  and  women  are  present.  High  standards  of  good  taste,  behavior,  and 
safety  are  to  be  observed. 

SECTION  B.    CLASSIFICATION  OF  SOCIAL  AND  SPECIAL  EVENTS 

1.  Organization  Social  Events.  These  are  social  events  held  exclusively  for  the 
members  of  the  organization  and  their  guests,  i.e.,  those  present  by  personal  or 
written  invitation. 

2.  General  University  Social  Events.  These  include  all  other  social  events 
sponsored  by  student  organizations,  but  of  a  general  University  nature  or  to  which 
the  general  public  is  invited. 

3.  Special  Events.  These  are  nonsocial  events  sponsored  by  organizations  and 
activities,  such  as  conventions,  demonstrations,  shows,  recitals,  sales,  queen  con- 
tests (see  Appendix  III),  open  meetings,  money-raising  projects,  student  or  public 
opinion  polls,  and  similar  events. 

SECTION  C.    ORGANIZATION  SOCIAL  EVENTS 

1.  Supervision.  All  house  and  organization  social  events  are  subject  to  the 
general  approval  and  direct  supervision  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Organization 
Social  Events.  Events  shall  be  registered  as  required  herein  with  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Subcommittee,  130  Student  Services  Building. 

2.  General  Regulations. 

a.  Liquor  Forbidden.  No  beer,  wine,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  may  be 
served  at  any  social  event. 

b.  Fire  and  Safety  Precautions.  Such  precautions  must  be  observed.  Decora- 
tions shall  be  flameproofed,  exits  maintained  open  and  unobstructed,  and  other 
appropriate  precautions  taken  to  prevent  injuries.  Special  rules  apply  to  Christmas 
trees.  Questions  may  be  referred  to  the  Office  of  the  Safety  Coordinator,  605 
South  Goodwin  Avenue,  Urbana.  Organizations  shall  comply  with  the  fire  safety 
ordinance  and  other  ordinances  of  the  town  where  the  events  take  place. 

c.  Out-of-Town  Social  Events.  No  social  event  may  be  held  outside  the 
Champaign-Urbana  city  limits  unless  the  event  itself  and  the  location  and/or 
establishment  in  which  the  event  is  to  be  held  are  specifically  approved  by  the 
Subcommittee  on  Organization  Social  Events. 

d.  Chaperons.  Organization  social  events  must  be  chaperoned  as  herein 
specified.  Chaperons,  both  men  and  women,  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Dean  of  Students  or  his  designated  representatives.  Married  faculty  couples, 
however,  need  not  be  interviewed;  they  are  approved  on  the  basis  of  their  Uni- 
versity appointment.  Chaperons  may  be  called  upon  by  house  or  organization 
officers  to  assist  them,  if  necessary,  in  the  performing  of  their  duties.  Chaperons 
may  invite  a  guest  couple  to  accompany  them  and  may  be  requested  by  the  Sub- 
committee on  Organization  Social  Events  to  file  reports  of  events. 

e.  Other  Organization  Social  Events.  Events  not  specifically  included  in  the 
chart  on  pages  18  and  19  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Subcommittee  on 
Organization  Social  Events.  For  specific  information,  see  the  Executive  Secretary, 
130  Student  Services  Building. 
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f.  Duties  of  Officers.  The  house  or  organization  social  chairman  and  president 
shall  be  personally  responsible  for  the  social  standards  and  general  conduct  of  the 
event.  The  social  chairman  shall  be  responsible  for  registering  all  social  events  as 
specified  herein  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Organization 
Social  Events,  130  Student  Services  Building.  This  office,  at  its  discretion,  may 
request  reports  on  any  event  from  the  social  chairman.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
officers  shall  include  the  following: 

( 1 )  Hospitable  treatment  of  the  chaperons. 

(2)  Insistence  upon  adequate  lighting. 

(3)  Restriction  of  the  event  to  the  public  areas  of  the  main  floor  or  to  parts 
of  the  house  specified  in  the  registration  form  filed  with  the  Executive  Secretary. 

(4)  Prevention  of  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor  by  all  persons  attending  the 
event,  admitting  no  individual  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

(5)  Terminating  the  event  at  the  required  time. 

g.  House  and  Organization  Social  Events  Requirements.  The  chart  on  pages 
18  and  19  shall  be  considered  an  official  part  of  this  chapter,  and  the  require- 
ments therein  are  binding  on  houses  and  organizations  planning  social  events. 

SECTION  D.    REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  GENERAL  UNIVERSITY  SOCIAL  EVENTS 
AND  SPECIAL  EVENTS 

1.  Supervision.  All  general  University  social  events  and  special  events  spon- 
sored by  student  organizations  (i.e.,  conventions,  demonstrations,  shows,  recitals, 
sales,  queen  contests,  money-raising  projects,  student  or  public  opinion  polls, 
other  than  those  held  by  Student  Senate,  and  similar  events)  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Coordination  Committee  and  the  Office  of  Student  Organiza- 
tions and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South).  Petitions  must  be  submitted  to 
this  office  to  be  considered  by  the  Coordination  Committee  and  recommended  for 
approval  or  denial  by  the  Dean  of  Students.  Petitions  not  receiving  recommenda- 
tion of  approval  by  the  Coordination  Committee  may  be  submitted  by  the  peti- 
tioning organization  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  for  its  recommendation. 
All  petitions,  requests,  reports,  plans  for  publicity  stunts  (other  than  newspaper, 
radio,  and  bulletin  board  advertising),  budgets,  names  of  chaperons,  compli- 
mentary ticket  lists,  and  all  other  details  must  be  submitted  in  writing  before  any 
contract  or  commitments  or  publicity  are  made  relating  to  the  event. 

2.  General  Regulations. 

a.  Liquor  Forbidden.  No  beer,  wine,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  may  be 
served  at  any  social  event. 

b.  Fire  and  Safety  Precautions.  Such  precautions  must  be  observed.  Decora- 
tions shall  be  flameproofed,  exits  maintained  open  and  unobstructed,  and  other 
appropriate  precautions  taken  to  prevent  injuries.  Special  rules  apply  to  Christmas 
trees.  Questions  may  be  referred  to  the  Office  of  the  Safety  Coordinator,  605 
South  Goodwin  Avenue,  Urbana.  Organizations  shall  comply  with  the  fire  safety 
ordinance  and  other  ordinances  of  the  town  where  the  events  take  place. 

c.  Closing  Hours.  General  social  events  shall  be  held  on  Friday  or  Saturday 
and  shall  close  not  later  than  12:00  midnight,  except  that  the  Dean  of  Students, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Coordination  Committee,  may  extend  the  time  to  1:00  a.m. 
for  functions  of  an  all-University  nature. 

d.  Complimentary  Tickets  and  Season  Passes.^  Season  passes  to  those  general 
University  events  with  general  admission  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  on 
Student  Affairs,  with  the  exception  of  reserved  seat  affairs,  shall  be  issued  as  fol- 
lows:    members   of   the    Committee   on    Student   Affairs    and    the    Coordination

Committee,  Student  Senate  officers,  Daily  Illini  (two),  Illio  (one),  News-Gazette 
(one),  Courier  (one),  Alumni  News  (one).  Physical  Plant  Department  (one), 
Central  Office  on  the  Use  of  Space  (one),  President  of  the  University  (one).  Dean 
of  Students  (one).  University  Business  Office  (two).  Office  of  Public  Information 
(one),  and  radio  stations  WILL  and  WPGU  (one  each).  These  passes  must  be 
signed  by  the  recipient.  Student  pass  holders  must  present  their  University 
identification  card  with  the  pass.  In  those  cases  where  the  recipient  is  not  a 
specific  student,  proper  association  with  the  activity  must  be  established.  In  case 
of  duplicate  membership  above,  duplicate  passes  will  not  be  issued. 

Complimentary  ticket  lists  for  those  general  University  events  selling  reserved 
seats  shall  include  the  President  of  the  University  (six).  Dean  of  Students  (four). 
Office  of  Public  Information  (two),  Daily  Illini  (two),  News-Gazette  (two). 
Courier  (two).  Alumni  News  (two),  and  radio  stations  WILL  and  WPGU  (one 
each).  All  complimentary  ticket  lists  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  compli- 
mentary ticket  policy  of  the  Coordination  Committee.  Additional  information 
about  general  University  social  events  or  special  event  regulations  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Assistant  Dean  of  Students  for  student  organizations,  278  Illini  Union 
(South). 
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CHAPTER  V.    FINANCES  OF  STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  AND  ACTIVITIES 

SECTION  A.    GENERAL  POLICY 

1.  Purposes  for  Which  Money  May  Be  Raised.  No  student  or  organization 
recognized  by  the  University  is  permitted  to  hold  any  money-raising  project  with 
a  view  to  raising  money  to  be  divided  among  members.  All  funds  received  from 
such  projects  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  organization  and  used  for 
the  benefit  of  the  organization  as  a  whole  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests 
for  which  it  was  established. 

2.  Solicitation  or  Raising  of  Funds.  No  student  organization  or  student  acting 
in  the  name  of  an  organization  shall  solicit  or  receive  contributions  or  attempt  to 
raise  funds  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose  from  persons  outside  the  organiza- 
tion's own  membership,  unless  permission  to  do  so  has  been  granted  previously 
by  the  Dean  of  Students  (see  Chapter  IV). 

SECTION  B.    STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  FUND' 

1.  Purpose.  The  Student  Organizations  Fund  is  operated  under  authority  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  without  liability  of  the  University,  for  the  purpose  of 
consolidating  and  coordinating  financial  accounts  of  various  student  organizations, 
securing  uniformity  in  accounting  records,  maintaining  continuity  of  records  of 
student  business  officers  and  their  successors,  and  aiding  undergraduate  organiza- 
tions in  keeping  their  activities  on  a  sound  business  basis. 

2.  Scope.  All  student  organizations,  groups,  and  extracurricular  activity 
enterprises,  except  those  maintaining  houses,  the  Concert  and  Entertainment 
Board,  University  Theatre,  and  Illini  Publishing  Company,  shall  transact  their 
financial  affairs  through  the  Student  Organizations  Fund.  Special  handling  of 
funds  of  the  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board,  University  Theatre,  and  Illini 
Publishing  Company  shall  be  provided  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and 
approved  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  University  (see  the  constitutions  of  these 
organizations). 

Services  of  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  are  offered  to  staff  and  University 
affiliated  organizations.  Organizations  and  activity  enterprises  voluntarily  utilizing 
the  service  agree  to  abide  by  the  regulations  governing  its  operation. 

3.  Control.    The  Fund  is  under  the  joint  direction  of: 

a.  Organization  Representatives.  Representatives  of  student  organizations  and 
extracurricular  activity  enterprises  transacting  business  through  the  Fund  exercise 
their  direction  by  means  of  annual  meetings  and  thereafter  through  an  Executive 
Board  of  four  student  members  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

b.  Comptroller  of  the  University.  The  Comptroller  shall  serve  as  treasurer  of 
the  Fund  and  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board. 

c.  Dean  of  Students.  The  Dean  of  Students  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
Fund  and  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board. 

d.  Assistant  Dean  of  Students  for  Student  Organizations.  The  operation  of  the 
Student  Organizations  Fund  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Assistant 
Dean  of  Students  for  student  organizations. 

4.  Annual  Meeting.  Officially  accredited  representatives  of  all  organizations 
and  extracurricular  activity  enterprises  operating  through  the  Student  Organiza- 
tions Fund  except  those  operating  on  a  voluntary  basis,  shall  meet  annually  prior 

'  Council  of  Administration  minutes,  April  29,  1932. 
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to  December  20,  at  the  call  of  the  Comptroller,  who  shall  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  annual  meeting;  one  person  may  not  represent  more  than  one  organization. 
The  representatives  at  this  time  shall,  providing  a  quorum^  is  present: 

a.  Receive  Reports.  Receive  reports  of  the  Executive  Board  and  of  the 
Treasurer. 

b.  Transact  Business.  Transact  such  other  business  as  the  Executive  Board  or 
any  organization  through  its  accredited  representative  may  bring  before  the 
meeting. 

c.  Elect  an  Executive  Board.  Elect  four  of  their  number  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  the  ensuing  year  by  receiving  nominations  from  the  floor,  voting  by 
secret  ballot,  each  organization  representative  voting  for  four  Board  members, 
with  the  four  nominees  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  being  elected  and 
with  the  chairman  being  the  nominee  receiving  the  most  votes. 

5.  Executive  Board  Functions. 

a.  Safeguard  the  Funds  of  Organizations.  Safeguard  the  Student  Organizations 
Fund  monies  by  such  action  as  may  seem  expedient  in  the  interim  between  annual 
meetings, 

b.  Operation  of  Fund.  Study  the  Fund's  operation  and  make  any  recommenda- 
tions which  it  may  deem  desirable  to  the  annual  meeting. 

c.  Select  Depository  Banks.  Select  depository  banks  in  which  Student  Organi- 
zations Fund  monies  may  be  deposited,  provided  that  every  such  bank  shall  be 
insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation. 

d.  Invest  Funds.  Invest  when  advisable  the  cash  balance  of  the  Student  Or- 
ganizations Fund  over  and  above  a  working  balance  in  any  of  those  securities  or 
investments  in  which  the  Trustees  may,  as  provided  under  Illinois  law,  invest  trust 
funds,  or  in  a  special  loan  fund  established  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  students 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  administered  by  the  University  of  Illinois. 
(Permanent  surplus  funds  of  organizations  may  be  separately  invested  by  the 
organizations  on  approval  of  the  treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  Fund,  and  securities 
must  be  deposited  in  the  Student  Organizations  Fund  safety  deposit  vault.) 

SECTION  C.    REQUIREMENTS  OF  ORGANIZATIONS  IN  HANDLING  FINANCES 

1.  Change  of  Officers.  All  elections  of  an  organization  must  be  reported  to  the 
Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  by  the 
former  treasurer  of  an  organization  on  the  day  following  the  election. 

2.  Officers  Bonded.  Chairmen  of  student  activities  and  treasurers  or  finance 
officers  of  student  organizations  shall  be  covered  by  a  suitable  bond  covering 
faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  such  bond  to  be  procured  by  the 
University  Purchasing  Office,  and  paid  by  the  Student  Organizations  Fund. 

3.  Uniform  Account  Records.  Treasurers  or  finance  officers  of  permanent 
student  organizations  shall  maintain,  in  addition  to  their  other  necessary  accounts, 
uniform  records  of  accounts  payable  and  receivable  upon  forms  provided  by  the 
Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South).  Within 
five  days  following  his  election,  the  student  organization  treasurer  and  his 
predecessor  in  office  shall  arrange  a  conference  for  the  purpose  of  transferring 
records,  inspecting  reports,  and  preparing  budgets.  Within  ten  days  following  his 
election,  the  treasurer  must  obtain  a  signature  card  at  278  Illini  Union  (South), 

^  A  quorum  consists  of  accredited  representatives  of  a  majority  of  those  organi- 
zations which  are  required  to  operate  in  the  Student  Organizations  Fund,  which  are 
in  good  standing,  and  whose  accounts  have  balances  at  the  time  of  the  meeting. 
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to  be  completed  and  filed  at  that  office.   All  organization  records  shall  be  subject 
to  audit  at  the  call  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 

4.  Budget  Required.  Every  organization  whose  past  or  prospective  financial 
undertakings  aggregate  $200.00  or  more  a  year  must  submit  to  the  Office  of 
Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  for  approval,  an 
itemized  estimate  of  its  income  and  its  proposed  expenditures.  This  must  be 
submitted  within  the  first  month  of  the  school  year  in  case  of  continuing  organiza- 
tions and  before  any  steps  have  been  taken  in  connection  with  a  project  or 
enterprise  in  other  cases. 

5.  Accounting  for  Funds.  Treasurers  of  organizations  operating  through  the 
Student  Organizations  Fund  must  deposit  all  money  received  with  the  University 
Business  Office  and  must  pay  all  expenses  by  voucher.  The  Business  Office  will 
issue  deposit  slips  showing  the  source  of  money  deposited  for  entry  in  organization 
records. 

6.  Receipt  Books.  All  treasurers  are  required  to  make  receipts  in  duplicate 
for  all  fees,  dues,  assessments,  etc.,  which  they  collect  or  receive.  Standard  forms 
of  receipt  books  are  supplied  by  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities, 
278  Illini  Union  (South),  at  no  charge.  All  receipt  books  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities  with  voucher  books  by  May  20 
of  the  current  year. 

7.  Disbursements.  Organization  treasurers  and  function  chairmen  shall  be 
provided  with  blank  voucher  books  by  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and 
Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  which  they  must  use  to  order  payment  of 
properly  approved  bills  against  the  organization.  These  vouchers  should  be  filled 
out  and  presented,  with  an  accompanying  invoice  whenever  possible,  to  the  Office 
of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities.  That  office  shall  check  the  expenditure 
against  the  organization's  budget  and  send  it  to  the  Business  Office  for  preparation 
of  the  check,  posting,  signature,  and  delivery.  Student  organization  treasurers 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  all  blank  vouchers  issued  to  them  and  shall  return 
all  unused  blanks. 

8.  Voucher  Books.  All  voucher  books  must  be  submitted  for  audit  to  the 
Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  by  May 
20  of  the  current  year.  Any  other  records  of  an  organization  may  be  left  with  the 
voucher  books  for  safekeeping  during  the  vacation  periods. 

9.  Petty  Cash.  During  the  year,  organization  treasurers  may  draw  vouchers 
upon  available  funds  of  their  respective  organizations  for  the  purpose  of  setting 
up  petty  cash  funds  for  minor  expenses.  These  funds  may  be  administered  by  the 
organization  treasurers,  but  must  be  accounted  for  to  the  Office  of  Student 
Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South). 

10.  Purchase  Contracts.  All  contracts  for  services  or  materials  involving 
$100.00  or  more,  except  with  the  University,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Office  of 
Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  and  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  based  on  open  competition  and  sealed 
bids  whenever  practicable,  with  all  interested  bidders  receiving  identical  specifica- 
tions. The  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities  may  withhold  approval 
of  purchases  made  by  student  organizations  or  activities  and  payment  for  same  if 
it  appears  that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  have  not  been  complied  with. 

11.  Profit  and  Loss  Statements.  All  student  organization  treasurers  must 
complete  a  profit  and  loss  statement  for  their  respective  organizations  for  each 
period  ending  January  31  and  May  20  or  such  dates  as  may  be  arranged  with 
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the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  and 
must  file  such  statement  with  that  office  along  with  a  list  of  accounts  receivable 
and  payable. 

12.  Business  Office  Statements.  The  University  Business  Office  shall  keep  a 
ledger  account  for  each  organization  or  function.  Monthly  statements  shall  be 
rendered  to  treasurers.  An  annual  statement  of  all  accounts,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  July  31,  shall  be  printed  for  distribution.

CHAPTER  VI.    USE  OF  UNIVERSITY  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS' 

SECTION  A.    GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  ON  USE  OF  FACILITIES' 

Subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  Physical  Plant  Department  and  the  Central 
Office  on  the  Use  of  Space,  recognized  student  organizations  may  use  University 
rooms  for  their  regular  meetings  and  for  other  purposes  including  public  entertain- 
ment, exhibitions,  and  celebrations  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs. 
Local  churches,  foundations.  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association,  and  other  non-University  local  organizations  may, 
with  certain  exceptions,  use  University  facilities  for  meetings  which  are  of  an 
educational  nature  or  of  professional  interest  to  students  or  staff. 

SECTION  B.    SPACE  RESERVATIONS 

1.  Requests  for  Space.  Requests  shall  be  made  by  completing  and  filing  the 
form,  Request  for  Use  of  University  Premises.  This  form  must  be  signed  by  a 
responsible  agent  of  the  group  requesting  the  space  before  any  space  reservation 
can  be  completed.  Such  requests  shall  be  filed  at  one  of  the  following  offices 
depending  upon  the  location  of  the  space  needed. 

a.  All  University  Space  (not  including  the  Illini  Union  and  University  hous- 
ing). Central  Office  on  the  Use  of  Space,  237  Davenport  House,  with  the  exception 
that  requests  for  sports  and  recreational  purposes  may  also  be  filed  at  the  Intra- 
mural Activities  Office,  205  Huff  Gymnasium. 

b.  Illini  Union.   Illini  Union  Reservations  Office,  165  Illini  Union. 

c.  University  Housing.    Housing  Division,  420  Student  Services  Building. 

d.  Conference  Room  at  101  Student  Services  Building.  Dean  of  Men's  Office, 
110  Student  Services  Building. 

e.  Assembly  Hall.   Director's  Office,  101  Assembly  Hall. 

f.  Allerton  House.    Assistant  Director,  Box  72,  Monticello,  Illinois. 

2.  Limitations.  Business  and  combination  meeting  space  requests  must  be  filed 
at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  space  is  desired.  Space  requests  for  all 
other  types  of  meetings  or  events  must  be  filed  before  any  contracts  or  commit- 
ments are  made.  Tickets  to  organization  functions  shall  be  sold  only  in  the  place 
set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Illini  Union  or  in  such  other  space  as  may  be 
approved. 

SECTION  C.    SUNDAY  MEETINGS  AND  EVENTS  IN  UNIVERSITY  BUILDINGS 

L  Student  Organizations.  Student  organizations  shall  be  prohibited  from 
holding  meetings  in  University  buildings  (except  residence  units  for  their  own 
meetings)  on  Sunday,  except  upon  approval  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs.  Such  requests  must  give  conclusive  evidence  that  the  meeting  can  not  be 
held  on  a  day  other  than  Sunday,  must  bear  the  signature  of  the  faculty  adviser, 
and  must  agree  to  confine  the  meeting  within  the  periods  of  1:30  to  5:00  p.m. 
and  8:00  to  10:00  p.m. 

2.  Allerton  House  Meetings.  Organizations  may  schedule  meetings  on  Sun- 
days at  Allerton  House  when  the  meetings  involve  both  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 
Provisions  should  be  made  for  individuals  to  attend  church,  if  they  wish.

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3.  General  University  Events.  General  University  social  events  and  special 
events  may  be  held  in  University  buildings  on  Sunday  upon  approval  by  the 
Coordination  Committee  and  the  Dean  of  Students. 

SECTION  D.    FOOD  SERVICE 

The  dispensing  of  food  products  in  connection  with  any  function  held  in 
University  buildings  must  be  under  conditions  approved  by  the  University  Health 
Officer/ 

SECTION  E.    SOLICITING  OR  CANVASSING' 

Soliciting  or  canvassing  in  University  buildings  or  on  the  campus  is  prohibited, 
except  for  student  organizations  as  authorized  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  and  the  Coordination  Committee. 

SECTION  F.    PICKETING' 

Students  who  picket  on  University  premises  must  do  so  in  a  peaceful  and 
orderly  fashion.  Picketing  should  not  involve  invasion  of  the  rights  of  others, 
interference  with  the  operations  of  the  University,  or  jeopardy  to  public  order 
and  safety.   Specifically,  the  following  conditions  must  be  met: 

1.  Traffic.   Automobile,  bicycle,  and  pedestrian  traffic  must  not  be  obstructed. 

2.  Entrances.  Entrances  to  buildings  and  driveways  must  not  be  blocked  or 
traffic  interfered  with. 

3.  Inside  Buildings.   Picketing  inside  University  buildings  is  prohibited. 

4.  Noise.   There  will  be  no  disturbing  of  classes  by  noise  or  by  other  means. 

5.  Interference.  There  will  be  no  harassing  of  passers-by  or  other  interference 
with  their  activities. 

6.  Damage  and  Littering.  There  will  be  no  damage  to  property,  including 
lawns  and  shrubs,  nor  littering  of  premises  with  signs,  leaflets,  or  other  materials. 

SECTION  G.    DISTRIBUTION  OF  PRINTED  MATERIAL' 

Distribution  of  printed  materials  is  permitted  without  prior  approval,  under 
conditions  listed  in  Section  F,  above,  and  the  following: 

1.  Identification.  Individuals  or  groups  responsible  for  distribution  of  printed 
materials  must  be  identified. 

2.  Inside  Buildings.  Distribution  of  such  materials  inside  buildings  is  pro- 
hibited, except  at  properly  authorized  meetings  and  then  only  with  the  consent 
of  the  group  sponsoring  the  meeting. 

3.  Outdoor  Meetings.  Distribution  of  such  materials  at  sponsored  outdoor 
events  is  permitted  if  approved  by  the  sponsoring  group. 

4.  Housing  Units.  Distribution  of  printed  materials  in  housing  units  is  regu- 
lated by  those  units. 

5.  Sale.    Sale  of  printed  material  is  governed  by  Section  E,  above. 

SECTION  H.    WORK  REQUEST  IN  ADVANCE 

Requests  for  work  to  be  done  by  the  Physical  Plant  Department  shall  be 
presented  at  least  forty-eight  hours  in  advance.

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SECTION  I.    SERVICE  WORK  BY  THE  PHYSICAL  PLANT  DEPARTMENT 

Neither  student  organizations  nor  outside  contractors  shall  be  permitted  to 
make  any  alterations  or  extensions  to  any  University  service  lines  (such  as  electric, 
water,  steam,  air,  and  gas).  The  Physical  Plant  Department  will  do  all  such  work, 
if  necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  student  organization  or  group  requesting  it. 

SECTION  J.    SAFETY  AND  SECURITY 

1.  Responsibility.  The  safety  of  the  persons  attending  and  the  facilities  being 
used  for  public  events  are  the  responsibilities  of  persons  in  charge  of  such  events. 

2.  Decorations.  Decorations  shall  be  of  noncombustible  material  or  flame- 
proofed  in  accordance  with  the  flameproofing  bulletin  available  at  the  Physical 
Plant  Supervisor  of  Public  Functions  Office,  126  Physical  Plant  Service  Building, 
and  meet  the  approval  of  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Functions.  Exits  must  be 
maintained  open  and  unobstructed,  and  other  appropriate  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  injury. 

3.  Damage.  All  such  work  must  be  done  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  damage 
or  deface  buildings. 

4.  Candles.  The  use  of  candles  as  lights  or  for  decorative  purposes  is  pro- 
hibited. 

5.  Office  of  Safety  Coordinator.  Further  information  and  advice  may  be 
obtained  through  the  Office  of  the  Safety  Coordinator,  605  South  Goodwin 
Avenue,  Urbana. 

SECTION  K.    ELECTRICAL  WORK 

All  electrical  work  must  be  done  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  Physical 
Plant  Department,  and  all  electrical  equipment  furnished  by  any  decorator  must 
be  approved  by  the  Physical  Plant  Department,  both  as  to  material  and  con- 
struction. 

SECTION  L.    PUBLIC  ADDRESS  EQUIPMENT 

University  owned  and  operated  public  address  equipment  is  available  for  use 
for  all  public  functions  at  the  expense  of  the  organization.  Any  privately  owned 
equipment  permitted  for  special  occasions  must  first  be  checked  and  approved  by 
the  Supervisor  of  Public  Functions,  126  Physical  Plant  Service  Building. 

SECTION  M.    PROJECTION  EQUIPMENT 

University  owned  and  operated  projection  equipment  is  available  for  use  for 
student  organization  meetings.  All  such  services  shall  be  invoiced  to  the  organi- 
zation. Any  privately  owned  equipment  may  be  used  in  those  areas  where 
operation  is  not  from  a  projection  booth.  Any  such  set-up  must  be  approved  by 
the  Supervisor  of  Public  Functions,  126  Physical  Plant  Service  Building. 

SECTION  N.    PREPARATION  OF  FLOORS 

Preparation  of  floors  for  dances  in  University  buildings  shall  be  done  by  the 
Physical  Plant  Department  at  the  expense  of  the  organization  sponsoring  the 
function. 

SECTION  O.    UNIVERSITY  BULLETIN  BOARD  NOTICES 

1.  Approval.  All  notices  posted  on  public  University  bulletin  boards  must  be 
approved  by  the  Central  Office  on  the  Use  of  Space,  237  Davenport  House.  Notices 
to  be  posted  in  areas  other  than  on  University  bulletin  boards  must  be  approved 
by  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Functions,  126  Physical  Plant  Service  Building. 
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2.  Size.    Bulletin  board  posters  are  not  to  exceed  forty  inches  in  perimeter, 
except  that  admission  event  posters  may  be  seventy-two  inches  in  perimeter. 

3.  Information.   The  name  of  the  organization  posting  the  notice,  date,  time, 
and  place  of  the  event  must  appear. 

4.  Time.    Posters  will  not  be  approved  for  more  than  a  two-week  display 
period. 
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CHAPTER  VII.    HOUSING  REGULATIONS  FOR  UNDERGRADUATES^ 

SECTION  A.    GENERAL  HOUSING  REGULATIONS 

1.  Approved  Housing.  All  single  undergraduate  students  must  live  in  housing 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  University  Housing  Division,  unless  they  are  living 
with  parents  or  relatives  in  Champaign-Urbana.^  Exceptions  may  be  made  by 
the  Housing  Division  and  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean  of  Women.  Facilities 
which  are  approved  include  University  residence  halls,  fraternities,  sororities, 
cooperatives,  private  residence  halls,  and  private  student  homes  for  men,  and 
Women's  Independent  Student  Association  houses  which  have  been  inspected  and 
approved  by  the  University  Housing  Division. 

2.  Apartments.  No  single  undergraduate  student  is  allowed  to  occupy  an 
apartment  unless  specific  permission  is  granted  by  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean 
of  Women. 

3.  Guests.  A  student  tenant  shall  not  lodge  a  guest  or  guests  in  his  room  at 
any  time  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  house  director. 

4.  Quiet  Hours.  Sunday  through  Thursday,  8:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon,  1:00  to 
4:00  p.m.,  and  7:30  to  10:00  p.m.  After  10:00  each  night  of  the  week,  conditions 
shall  be  such  throughout  the  house  that  those  wishing  to  do  so  may  study  or 
sleep.  During  quiet  hours,  there  shall  be  no  loud  talking,  no  scuffling,  no  unreason- 
able use  of  radios,  television,  or  hi-fi  sets,  nor  other  excessive  noises  which  might 
disturb  the  sleep  or  study  of  other  students  or  members  of  the  resident  family. 

5.  Gambling  and  Liquor  Forbidden.  Neither  gambling  nor  intoxicating  liquor 
in  any  form  shall  be  permitted  at  any  time  in  or  about  University  property  or 
student  housing. 

6.  Appliances.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  have  cooking,  ironing,  or  heating 
appliances  in  their  rooms  without  express  permission  of  the  house  director  or 
house  manager. 

7.  Fire  and  Disaster.  Every  student  residence  shall  have  regular  organized 
drills  and  emergency  evacuation  procedures.  Protective  measures  shall  comply 
with  regulations  established  by  the  Safety  Coordinator,  605  South  Goodwin 
Avenue,  Urbana. 

8.  Damage  Claims.  Students  shall  be  held  liable  for  damage  to  their  rooms 
or  room  furnishings  other  than  that  caused  by  ordinary  wear. 

9.  Firearms.  No  student  shall  have  or  keep  any  firearms  on  his  person, 
in  his  quarters,  or  in  his  motor  vehicle  at  any  time,  except  that  a  married  student 
living  with  his  wife  may  keep  such  a  firearm  as  is  permitted  by  Section  158, 
Chapter  38,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes. 

10.  Current  Address.  Each  student  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  in  the 
office  of  the  University  Recorder  his  correct,  current  home  and  campus  addresses. 

11.  Housing  Card.  Each  student  must  complete  his  registration  housing  card 
as  accurately  as  possible.  Misrepresentation  of  housing  status  or  address  shall 
make  a  student  subject  to  disciplinary  action.

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12.  Adequate  Notice.  Any  student  renting  a  room  by  the  month  must  give 
written  notice  to  the  house  director  thirty  days  before  rent  is  due  if  he  expects 
to  move  at  the  end  of  the  rental  period  and  if  he  expects  to  be  relieved  of  further 
financial  obligation.  If  the  room  is  to  be  vacated  at  the  close  of  the  semester,  the 
student  is  responsible  for  only  the  fractional  part  of  the  monthly  rate  which  in- 
cludes the  last  day  of  the  final  examination  period. 

13.  Illness.  During  his  absence  from  a  room,  a  student  continues  to  pay  full 
rent,  regardless  of  the  reason  for  such  absence,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  the 
house  contract. 

14.  Withdrawal.  A  student  is  required  to  vacate  his  room  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  official  date  of  withdrawal  from  the  University. 

15.  Contracts.  If  properly  executed,  contracts  which  are  provided  by  the 
University  for  use  in  approved  facilities  shall  be  enforced  under  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  Housing  Division. 

16.  Controversies.  The  University  Housing  Division  shall  act  to  promote  the 
best  interest  of  all  concerned  in  any  controversy  between  student  and  landlord. 

SECTION  B.    UNDERGRADUATE  MEN 

1.  Supervision.  Every  residence  for  undergraduate  men  must  be  supervised 
by  a  mature,  responsible  person  who  is  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the 
Housing  Division.  This  requirement  can  be  waived  by  the  Dean  of  Students  in 
the  case  of  fraternities  and  men's  cooperatives  which  have  been  chartered  by  the 
University,  providing  a  fraternity  has  a  faculty  and/or  local  alumnus  adviser  and 
a  cooperative  has  a  faculty  adviser  and/or  sponsor.  The  name  of  the  adviser 
and/or  sponsor  must  be  kept  on  file  with  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the  Housing 
Division. 

2.  Guests.  Undergraduate  men  may  entertain  women  guests  in  the  public 
areas  of  their  student  residences  when  accompanied  by  the  parent  of  the  resident 
or  guest  or  at  registered  and  informal  social  events  (see  table  on  pages  18  and  19) 
during  the  following  times:  Monday,  4:00  to  6:00  p.m.;  Tuesday  through  Friday, 
4:00  p.m.  to  thirty  minutes  prior  to  the  closing  hour  for  women's  housing  (see 
Section  C3  below);  Saturday  and  Sunday,  noon  to  thirty  minutes  prior  to  the 
closing  hour  for  women's  housing  (see  Section  03  below). 

SECTION  C.    UNDERGRADUATE  WOMEN 

1.  Supervision.  Every  residence  for  undergraduate  women  must  be  supervised 
by  a  house  director  who  has  been  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Women  and  the 
Housing  Division. 

2.  Moving.  An  undergraduate  woman  must  secure  permission  from  the  Dean 
of  Women  and  the  Housing  Division  before  moving  from  her  present  address 
within  the  semester. 

3.  Closing  Hours  During  the  Regular  School  Year. 

a.  Regular  Hours.  Monday  through  Thursday,  10:30  p.m.;  Friday  and  Satur- 
day, 1:00  a.m.;  Sunday,  11:00  p.m. 

b.  Exceptions. 

(1)  Nights  preceding  holidays  (such  as  Memorial  Day),  11:00  p.m.  if  on 
Sunday  and  1:00  a.m.  on  other  days. 

(2)  Preceding  and  during  registration,  all  vacations,  including  last  night  and 
examination  periods,  Sunday  through  Thursday,  11:00  p.m. 

(3)  Evenings  on  which  one  o'clock  functions  take  place,  2:00  a.m. 

(4)  For  caroling  at  the  Christmas  season,  housing  groups  may  secure  special 
late  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Women. 
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(5)  Undergraduate  women  may  leave  their  residence  unit  before  6:00  a.m. 
only  with  prior  permission  of  the  house  director  and/or  the  Dean  of  Women. 

(6)  All  undergraduate  women  must  comply  with  the  stated  closing  hours. 
Exceptions  may  be  granted  by  house  directors  and/or  the  Dean  of  Women  only 
when  circumstances  are  unusual,  and  then  only  on  rare  occasions. 

c.  Midnight  Privileges.  Undergraduate  women  students  are  authorized  mid- 
night privileges  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule:  first-semester  freshmen 
(below  12  hours),  one  each  month,  excluding  September;  second-semester  fresh- 
men (12  to  29  hours),  two  each  month;  sophomores  (30  to  59  hours),  five  each 
month;  juniors  (60  to  89  hours),  ten  each  month;  seniors  (90  or  more  hours), 
unlimited. 

( 1 )  During  the  months  of  September  and  June,  only  one-half  the  regular 
monthly  privileges  may  be  used. 

(2)  These  privileges  are  noncumulative. 

(3)  Such  privileges  may  be  used  from  the  first  day  of  orientation  week  through 
the  final  day  of  examinations  of  each  semester  providing  house  government  is  in 
operation,  except  that  first-semester  freshmen  may  not  use  their  privileges  in 
September  or  before  the  first  day  of  classes  in  the  second  semester. 

(4)  Midnight  privileges  are  not  authorized  during  vacation  periods  or  during 
the  summer  session, 

4.  House  Closing. 

a.  Doors  Locked.  All  undergraduate  women's  houses  shall  be  locked  at  the 
stated  closing  hours. 

b.  Midnight  Privileges.  All  houses  must  have  satisfactory  plans  for  students,  in 
cooperation  with  the  house  director,  to  close  the  house  nightly  and  to  admit 
women  using  midnight  privileges.  The  house  may  be  unlocked  only  by  the  house 
director  or  by  the  student  delegated  the  responsibility  for  house  closing.  These 
plans  are  subject  to  the  review  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Women's  Housing  and  the 
Dean  of  Women. 

c.  Key  Privileges.  Key  privileges  are  given  only  by  permission  of  the  Dean  of 
Women. 

5.  Men  Guests.  Undergraduate  women  may  receive  men  callers  in  their 
student  residences  after  4:00  p.m.  during  the  school  term  except  on  Friday, 
Saturday,  and  Sunday,  when  men  callers  may  be  received  after  12:00  noon.  Men 
callers  shall  always  leave  undergraduate  women's  houses  at  the  closing  hours. 

6.  Out-of-Town  and  Overnight  Permission. 

a.  Approval  Required.  An  undergraduate  woman  planning  to  leave  town  on 
an  overnight  trip,  other  than  to  her  home,  must  secure  prior  approval  of  her 
plans  from  the  house  director  or  the  Dean  of  Women.  She  must  at  all  times  sign 
out  with  the  house  director,  giving  time  of  departure,  method  of  travel,  name  of 
hostess  and  her  visiting  address,  hour  of  return,  and  with  whom  she  is  going.  In 
addition,  a  freshman  woman  must  have  a  letter  of  parental  permission  for  each 
out-of-town  overnight  unless  she  has  a  general  Parental  Authorization  form  on 
file  with  the  house  director.  Women  should  not  expect  to  arrive  or  leave  town 
after  closing  hours. 

b.  Overnights.  Undergraduate  women  may  not  spend  overnights  in  the 
Champaign-Urbana  area  except  by  permission  of  the  Dean  of  Women;  however, 
undergraduate  women  may  sign  out  for  three  overnights  each  semester  in  other 
organized  undergraduate  women's  houses. 

7.  Visiting  Men's  Houses.  An  undergraduate  woman  shall  not  visit  any  house 
in  which  men  live  unless  an  approved  chaperon  is  present  and  the  visit  occurs 
during  the  hours  specified  in  Section  B2,  above. 
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8.  Selling.  Selling  by  women  students  in  any  house  in  which  men  students 
live  is  not  permitted. 

9.  Graduates  and  Non-Students.  Graduates  may  live  in  undergraduate  houses 
only  with  approval  of  the  Dean  of  Women  and  the  Housing  Division.  Non- 
student  roomers  may  not  reside  in  undergraduate  houses. 

10.  Enforcement  Period.  These  regulations  shall  be  in  effect  for  the  school 
year  from  the  time  the  student  arrives  in  September  for  the  fall  term  and  shall 
apply  during  vacation  periods.  Guests  are  required  to  abide  by  these  rules  at  all 
times. 

SECTION  D.    ORGANIZED  HOUSES 

1.  Membership  Lists.  Each  fraternity  and  organized  house  for  men  must 
maintain  a  current  list  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Men,  giving  the  names  of 
officers,  members,  and  pledges;  and  each  sorority  and  organized  house  for  women 
must  maintain  a  similar  list  with  the  Dean  of  Women. 

2.  Non-Members.  Any  person  residing  in  a  fraternity  or  a  sorority  house 
during  the  first  or  second  semester  must  be  registered  as  a  student  and  must  be 
connected  with  the  organization  either  as  a  pledge  or  an  active  or  be  in  its  service. 
Any  exception  must  be  approved  by  the  Deans  of  Men  or  Women. 

3.  House  Directors.  House  directors  of  fraternities  and  all  women's  houses 
must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean  of  Women  and  the  Housing 
Division. 

SECTION  E.    COOPERATIVES 

1.  Size.  Any  group  of  fifteen  or  more  students  may  petition  to  be  chartered 
by  the  University  as  a  cooperative. 

2.  Petition.  A  petition  must  be  filed  with  the  Housing  Division  and  must 
include  a  description  of  the  residence,  a  statement  of  the  conditions  of  occupancy, 
membership  requirements,  organization  of  the  group,  membership  responsibility 
to  one  of  the  recognized  housing  groups,  and  a  statement  by  the  approved  sponsor 
of  certain  responsibilities  which  are  assumed.  Petitions  are  first  reviewed  by  the 
Director  of  Housing  and  then  forwarded  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  and 
the  Dean  of  Students  for  approval. 

SECTION  F.    SUMMER  HOUSING  REGULATIONS 

1.  Summer  Supervision.  During  the  summer  session,  no  fraternity  or  sorority 
or  other  approved  student  house  may  remain  open  to  undergraduate  students, 
either  members  or  others,  unless  a  mature,  responsible  person  who  is  approved 
either  by  the  Dean  of  Men  or  Dean  of  Women  is  in  charge  and  lives  in  the  house. 
All  housing  regulations  apply  to  houses  which  remain  open  during  the  summer 
session. 

2.  Summer  Closing  Hours  for  Women.  Sunday  through  Thursday,  11:30 
p.m.;  Fridays,  Saturdays,  and  July  4  (except  on  Sunday),  1:00  a.m. 
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CHAPTER  VIM.    GENERAL  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING 
UNDERGRADUATES' 

SECTION  A.    CLASS  ABSENCE' 

1.  Irregular  Attendance. 

a.  No  Excused  Classes.  No  class  absences  are  "excused,"  but  must  be  explained 
to  the  instructor  on  request. 

b.  Instructor's  Responsibility.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  instructor,  the  attend- 
ance of  a  student  becomes  so  irregular  that  his  scholarship  is  likely  to  be  impaired, 
a  report  of  irregular  attendance  will  be  submitted  to  the  Dean  of  Men  or  Dean  of 
Women,  who  in  turn  will  notify  the  dean  of  the  student's  college.  If  irregular 
attendance  continues  to  such  a  point  as  to  make  continuation  of  the  student  in  the 
course  unprofitable,  a  second  report  will  be  made,  and  the  dean  of  the  college 
may  require  the  student  to  withdraw  from  the  course  with  a  grade  of  "W"  or  "E." 

2.  Group  Absences. 

a.  Extracurricular  Group  Absences.  General  regulations  concerning  absences 
from  classes  by  groups,  such  as  athletic  teams,  musical  organizations,  and  the  like, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  University  Senate,  acting  through  the  Committee  on 
Student  Affairs,  and  enforced  in  the  particular  case  by  the  Subcommittee  on 
Student  Discipline.  Permits  covering  group  absences  of  students  on  music, 
dramatics,  or  other  extracurricular  activity  trips  sponsored  by  the  University  or 
recognized  student  organizations  may  be  granted  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  upon  uniform  application  blanks  provided  by  the  secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee, showing  the  nature  and  necessity  for  the  trip.  A  faculty  sponsor  may  be 
required  by  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  before  such  permits  are  granted. 
Requests  for  athletic  and  exhibition  team  group  absences  for  events  sponsored  by 
the  Athletic  Association  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Athletics 
and  reported  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  for  record.  Group  absences 
of  any  one  group  or  organization  shall  be  limited  to  10  per  cent  of  the  class  time 
in  any  semester. 

b.  Field  Trips.  Regularly  scheduled  classes  shall  have  precedence  over  field 
trips  related  to  academic  courses  and  scheduled  by  instructors,  except  on  the 
second  Saturday  of  each  month.  Instructors  in  charge  of  such  field  trips  should 
issue  group  absence  reports  to  each  student  if  the  student  needs  to  present  such 
evidence  to  instructors  whose  classes  he  missed.  Students  may  not  be  required  to 
go  on  field  trips  at  other  times  if  such  trips  would  cause  them  to  miss  essential 
work  in  other  courses  on  that  day. 

SECTION  B.    SMOKING  IN  UNIVERSITY  BUILDINGS' 

1.  Regulations.  Smoking  in  University  buildings  is  restricted  in  the  interest 
of  safety  and  fire  prevention. 

a.  Approved  Areas.  Smoking  may  be  permitted  in  offices,  seminar  rooms, 
lounges  specifically  designated  as  student  and  staff  lounging  quarters,  and  in 
certain  corridors  of  buildings  which  have  been  designated  as  "Smoking  Permitted" 
areas.

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b.  Offices.  Persons  smoking  in  offices  should  provide  their  own  ash  trays  and 
should  not  throw  discarded  smoking  materials  into  wastepaper  baskets. 

c.  Prohibited  Areas.  Smoking  is  prohibited  in  the  following  areas:  classrooms, 
lecture  rooms,  teaching  laboratories,  theatres,  warehouses,  attics,  storage  areas, 
elevators,  library  reading  rooms  and  stacks,  museums,  gymnasiums,  shop  and 
service  areas  involving  such  fire  hazards  as  woodworking,  painting,  storage  of 
gasoline  or  flammable  solvents,  and  all  areas  where  "No  Smoking"  notices  are 
displayed. 

d.  Additional  Restrictions.  Deans  and  directors  may  further  restrict  smoking 
in  areas  for  which  they  are  responsible. 

2.  Violations.  Violations  of  these  regulations  shall  be  subject  to:  first  viola- 
tion, $1.00;  second  violation,  $3.00;  third  violation,  citation  by  the  Security  Officer 
to  the  appropriate  Student  Committee  on  Discipline.^ 

SECTION  C.    SUNBATHING 

Sunbathing  is  prohibited  in  certain  areas  of  University  property:  those 
bounded  by  Springfield  Avenue  on  the  north,  Taft  Drive  on  the  south,  Mathews 
Avenue  on  the  east,  and  Wright  Street  on  the  West.  High  standards  of  moral 
conduct  and  decency  in  dress  shall  be  observed  in  areas  where  sunbathing  is 
permitted. 

SECTION  D.    MOTOR  VEHICLES' 

All  motor  vehicles  owned  and/or  operated  by  undergraduate  students  on  the 
campus  must  be  registered  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Division.  Current  regulations 
are  issued  to  the  student  at  the  time  of  registration. 

SECTION  E.    BICYCLE  REGULATIONS' 

All  bicycles  owned  and/or  operated  by  undergraduate  students  on  the  campus 
must  be  registered  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Division.  Current  regulations  are 
issued  to  the  student  at  the  time  of  registration. 

SECTION  F.    DISCIPLINE 

1.  Basis  for  Discipline.^  The  University  reserves  the  right  to  exclude  at  any 
time  students  whose  conduct  is  deemed  undesirable  or  prejudicial  to  the  Univer- 
sity community's  best  interest,  examples  of  which,  without  excluding  others,  are 
gambling,  visiting  or  loitering  in  the  vicinity  of  places  of  ill  repute,  violations  of 
law  involving  moral  turpitude,  intoxication,  and  disorderly  conduct.  Students  may 
be  subject  to  discipline  for  other  sufficient  cause. 

2.  Administration  of  Discipline.* 

a.  Administration.  Discipline  is  administered  through  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Student  Discipline  and  subcommittees  appointed  by  it.  These  subcommittees 
have  original  jurisdiction  to  hear  the  evidence  and  to  take  action,  including  the 
assessment  of  monetary  penalties,  in  all  disciplinary  cases. 

b.  Penalties.  Students  will  be  assessed  cash  penalties  or  otherwise  disciplined 
for  violation  of  the  above  regulations.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  funds  col- 
lected from  such  cash  penalties  shall  be  deposited  in  the  University  Scholarship 
Fund  to  permit  the  award  of  scholarships  to  worthy  undergraduate  students  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Special  Undergraduate  Scholarships.

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The  balance  of  the  funds  collected  from  such  cash  penalties  shall  be  used  for  the 
regular  expenses  of  the  Student  Senate/ 

c.  Appeals.  Any  student  charged  with  violations  of  smoking  and  motor  vehicle 
regulations  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  before  the  Security  Officer  and 
accepting  the  assessed  penalty  or  requesting  a  hearing  before  the  Subcommittee 
on  Student  Discipline, 

SECTION  G.    CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS' 

1.  Classification  Scale.  Classification  of  students  by  years  is  made  in  the 
Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  at  the  end  of  each  semester  on  the  number  of 
credits  earned,  including  physical  education  and  military.  Classification  for 
registration  purposes,  eligibility  for  student  activities,  midnight  privileges  for 
women,  and  intercollegiate  athletics  is  based  on  the  following  scale:  freshman 
standing,  0  through  29  hours;  sophomore  standing,  30  through  59  hours;  junior 
standing,  60  through  89  hours;  senior  standing,  90  or  more  hours. 

2.  Reduced  Credit  for  Seniors.  Students  having  ninety  or  more  hours  of 
credit,  without  regard  to  the  curriculum  in  which  they  may  be  enrolled,  are 
classified  as  seniors  for  the  purpose  of  designating  those  freshman  courses  which, 
when  taken  by  seniors  or  graduate  students,  carry  reduced  credit.

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APPENDIX  I.   THE  USE  OF  UNIVERSITY  PREMISES  BY  VISITING  SPEAKERS 

(Administrative  Order  of  the  President,  February  4,  1958) 

The  University  of  Illinois  Statutes  (Section  39a)  state,  "It  is  the  policy  of  the 
University  to  maintain  and  encourage  full  freedom,  within  the  law,  of  inquiry, 
discourse,  teaching,  research,  and  publication  .  .  ."  Consistent  with  this  policy 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers  will  maintain  the  tradition  of  full 
freedom  of  discourse  for  visiting  speakers  within  the  limitations  imposed  by  law, 
rules  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  University  regulations,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
University. 

Among  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  relating  to  the  use  of  University 
premises  are  the  following: 

1.  Subversive  Organizations.  The  Illinois  Statutes  provide  (Illinois  Revised 
Statutes,  Chapter  144,  Section  48.8):  "No  Trustee,  official,  instructor,  or  other 
employee  of  the  University  of  Illinois  shall  extend  to  any  subversive,  seditious, 
and  un-American  organization,  or  to  its  representatives,  the  use  of  any  facilities 
of  the  University  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on,  advertising,  or  publicizing  the 
activities  of  such  organization." 

2.  Political  Speakers.  University  buildings  and  grounds  shall  not  be  used  for 
political  purposes  except  that  candidates  for  nomination  or  election  to  state-wide 
or  national  offices  may  appear  in  person  to  make  political  addresses.  (Board  of 
Trustees,  December  19,  1961.) 

3.  General  Policies.  The  General  Rules  Concerning  University  Organization 
and  Procedure  provide  (Section  21,  b,  b-1,  and  c): 

"With  the  approval  of  the  appropriate  University  authorities.  University 
facilities  may  be  used  for  meetings  of  organizations  whose  activities  are  of  an 
educational  nature  or  of  professional  interest  to  members  of  the  staff  or  the 
general  student  body  and  for  meetings  of  a  non-local  character  which  have  public 
or  educational  significance.  In  granting  permission  for  the  use  of  University 
facilities  for  such  meetings,  the  following  exceptions  shall  apply: 

"The  use  of  University  facilities  shall  not  be  permitted  for  any  purpose  which, 
although  in  accord  with  the  general  purposes  of  the  University,  is  of  such  a 
character  or  occurs  at  such  a  time  or  in  such  circumstances  that  it  is  likely  to 
interfere  with  the  work,  either  specific  or  general,  of  the  University  or  any  depart- 
ment. The  use  of  buildings  by  local  women  shall  be  limited  to  organizations 
whose  membership  is  made  up  of  wives  of  University  students,  faculty,  and  staff. 

"The  use  of  University  premises  shall  be  subject  to  all  applicable  state  and 
federal  laws  and  in  accord  with  the  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  use 
of  University  premises  for  meetings  to  be  addressed  by  speakers  (other  than 
students,  members  of  the  faculty,  and  members  of  the  staffs  of  organizations 
housed  in  University  buildings)  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  a  committee 
composed  of  members  of  the  faculty  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  President 
of  the  University  and  subject  to  regulations  formulated  by  that  committee  and 
approved  by  the  President." 

Pursuant  to  the  declared  policy  of  the  University  of  full  freedom  of  discourse, 
and  in  conformity  with  state  and  federal  laws,  rules  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
University  regulations,  the  following  policies  and  procedures  are  established 
for  approval  of  visiting  speakers. 
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SECTION  1.    VISITING  SPEAKERS  SPONSORED  BY  UNIVERSITY  AND  FACULTY  GROUPS 

1.  The  Senate  Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers  approves,  without  individual 
scrutiny,  speakers  sponsored  by  the  following  groups  or  by  them  jointly  with 
groups  classified  in  Section  3  of  these  rules: 

a.  Colleges,  divisions,  institutes,  schools,  departments,  or  other  administrative 
units  housed  in  University  buildings  and  duly  constituted  committees  of  the 
University. 

b.  National  learned,  professional,  and  honorary  societies  and  their  recognized 
local  chapters. 

c.  Established  clubs  and  organizations  composed  of  faculty  members,  faculty 
wives,  or  both. 

d.  Recognized  college  or  departmental  clubs. 

e.  Administrative  officers  reporting  directly  to  the  President. 

2.  If,  when  a  request  for  use  of  facilities  is  filed  with  the  appropriate  reserva- 
tions office  by  any  organization  claiming  to  be  in  one  of  the  above  classifications, 
there  is  doubt  as  to  the  classification,  the  question  will  be  referred  to  the  Uni- 
versity Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers. 

SECTION  2.    VISITING  SPEAKERS  SPONSORED  BY  RECOGNIZED  STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

Any  student  organization  officially  recognized  by  the  University,  other  than 
those  classified  under  Section  1  above,  must  secure  the  approval  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers  for  meetings  to  be  held  on  University  premises 
when  such  meetings  are  to  be  addressed  by  visiting  speakers.  The  chairman  of 
the  proper  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  (Senate  Undergraduate,  Graduate 
College,  College  of  Law,  and  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine),  after  consultation 
with  his  committee  when  appropriate,  may  approve  for  the  Committee  on  Visiting 
Speakers  requests  to  use  University  premises  by  student  organizations  for  speakers 
sponsored  by  them  when  the  proposal  is  clearly  consistent  with  the  educational 
aims  or  the  general  welfare  of  the  University.  All  doubtful  cases  and  cases  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  and  his  committee  should  be  denied  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
chairman  and  his  committee. 

SECTION  3.    VISITING  SPEAKERS  SPONSORED  BY  "OUTSIDE"  GROUPS 

Requests  for  use  of  University  premises  for  visiting  speakers  who  are  sponsored 
by  "outside"  groups  (groups  eligible  to  use  University  facilities  not  included 
under  Sections  1  and  2  above)  and  who  are  not  jointly  sponsored  by  University 
or  faculty  groups  in  Section  1  above  will  be  referred  to  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Visiting  Speakers.  It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  Committee  to  approve  such 
requests  (when  consistent  with  existing  laws,  rules,  and  regulations)  which  have 
"public  or  educational  significance"  (General  Rules  Concerning  University  Or- 
ganization and  Procedure,  Section  21,  b). 

SECTION  4.    INTERPRETATION  OF  AND  CHANGES  IN  RULES 

The  Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers  retains  the  right  to  determine  the  appli- 
cability and  interpretation  of  these  regulations.  They  are  subject  to  change  by  the 
Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  University. 

SECTION  5.    VISITING  SPEAKER  DEFINED 

The  term  "visiting  speaker"  as  used  in  these  regulations  refers  to  speakers 
other  than  students,  members  of  the  faculty,  and  members  of  the  staffs  of  organi- 
zations housed  in  University  buildings. 
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APPENDIX  II.   RULES  OF  PROCEDURE  FOR  APPROVAL 
OF  VISITING  SPEAKERS 

1.  Groups  classified  in  Section  1  of  the  Policy  Statement  on  the  Use  of  Uni- 
versity Premises  by  Visiting  Speakers  will  apply  to  the  appropriate  reservations 
office  for  space  desired  and  need  not  complete  the  form  on  visiting  speakers. 

2.  Groups  classified  in  Section  2  of  the  Policy  Statement  on  the  Use  of  Uni- 
versity Premises  by  Visiting  Speakers  will,  in  addition  to  the  request  for  space 
made  to  the  appropriate  reservations  office,  file  the  special  form  on  visiting 
speakers  for  each  speaker,  with  the  same  office.  Where  the  membership  of  an 
organization  is  composed  of  students  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  different 
Committees  on  Student  Affairs,  the  request  for  approval  of  an  outside  speaker 
shall  be  made  to  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
largest  number  of  members  of  the  organization. 

3.  Groups  classified  in  Section  3  of  the  Policy  Statement  on  the  Use  of 
University  Premises  by  Visiting  Speakers  will  file  both  a  form  for  space  and  a 
form  on  visiting  speakers  for  each  visiting  speaker  with  the  appropriate  reserva- 
tions office,  unless  such  speaker  is  sponsored  jointly  with  a  group  classified  in 
Section  1. 

4.  Sponsors  of  visiting  speakers  should  make  application  so  as  to  give  adequate 
time  for  consideration  by  the  Committee  on  Visiting  Speakers. 
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APPENDIX  III.   QUEEN  CONTEST  POLICY 
OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS 

(Committee  on  Student  Affairs,  March  2,  1960) 

Queen  contests,  honor  courts,  and  military  sponsor  selections  shall  conform  to 
the  following  policies: 

1.  Candidates. 

a.  Only  three  queen  or  beauty  contests  shall  be  conducted  allowing  organized 
women's  houses  to  be  solicited  for  candidates.  These  three  shall  be:  Homecoming 
Queen,  May  Day  or  Mother's  Day  Queen,  and  Illio  Beauties. 

b.  All  other  queen  contests  and  honor  courts  held  in  connection  with  general 
University  social  or  special  events  and  military  sponsors  may  solicit  the  general 
student  body  or  their  own  members  for  candidates. 

c.  All  houses  and  organizations  sponsoring  queen  contests  in  connection  with 
social  events  held  exclusively  for  their  own  members  and  guests  shall  not  solicit 
organized  houses  or  the  general  student  body  for  candidates.  If  judging  boards 
and  personal  interviews  are  desired,  such  boards  and  interviews  will  conform  to 
the  policies  listed  below  for  such  contests.  They  shall  solicit  their  own  members 
for  candidate  suggestions  and  shall  petition  to  the  Organization  and  Social  Events 
Committee,  130  Student  Services  Building. 

2.  Procedures. 

a.  There  will  be  no  solicitation  of  organized  women's  houses  for  candidates. 

b.  There  will  be  no  mechanical  devices  used  whereby  noise  or  an  electric 
impulse  is  the  only  means  of  selection. 

c.  Judging  boards  shall  be  composed  of  an  odd  number,  a  majority  of  faculty, 
at  least  one  undergraduate  student,  and  a  representative  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

d.  Criteria  for  judging  will  be  included  in  every  petition. 

e.  When  the  contest  takes  place  in  a  location  wherein  attendance  is  neces- 
sarily highly  restricted  by  facilities,  the  queen,  sponsor,  or  honor  court  will  not 
be  selected  by  ballot. 

f.  At  dances  where  the  queen  is  elected  by  ballot,  balloting  shall  not  end 
before  10:45  p.m. 

g.  Approval  by  the  proper  authority  of  any  queen  contest,  military  sponsor, 
or  honor  court  selection  shall  be  obtained  before  such  contests  are  officially 
announced  or  publicized  and  before  any  solicitation  for  candidates  is  made. 

h.  Violation  of  the  preceding  requirements  will  result  in  the  automatic  denial 
of  the  petition. 

3.  Budget.  A  budget  may  be  requested  from  the  organization  by  the  Assistant 
Dean  of  Students  for  student  organizations  if  deemed  desirable. 

4.  Judging.  Where  unusual  judging  or  selection  procedures  are  requested,  the 
Assistant  Dean  of  Students  for  student  organizations  shall  refer  the  petition  to  the 
Committee  on  Student  Affairs  for  advice. 
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APPENDIX  IV.   UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENT  ORGANIZATION

1.  All  tickets  for  student  organization  sponsored  events  must  be  ordered  from 
the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities,  278  Illini  Union  (South),  and 
advance  sale  tickets  must  be  sold  through  the  Illini  Union  Box  Office. 

2.  Any  exception  to  the  above  must  be  approved  by  the  Assistant  Dean  of 
Students  for  student  organizations,  278  Illini  Union  (South). 

3.  Copy  for  the  ticket  order  must  include: 
"Admit  One"  or  "Admit  Couple" 
Number  (tickets  must  be  numbered) 
"Reserved"  or  "Not  Reserved" 

Name  of  sponsoring  organization 

Date 

Starting  time 

Place 

"Tax  Exempt"  (must  be  printed  on  all  tickets) 

4.  No  complimentary  tickets  are  to  be  promised  or  given  away  without  first 
submitting  a  written  request  to  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities, 
278  Illini  Union  (South). 

5.  All  approved  complimentary  tickets  must  be  stamped  at  the  Office  of 
Student  Organizations  and  Activities  before  distribution  is  made. 

6.  Gate  ticket  sellers  and  ticket  takers  must  be  arranged  for  at  the  Office  of 
Student  Organizations  and  Activities. 

7.  All  tickets  must  be  torn  in  two  by  the  ticket  takers  and  returned  to  the 
Office  of  Student  Organizations  and  Activities  after  the  event. 

8.  All  unsold  tickets  must  be  returned  to  the  Office  of  Student  Organizations 
and  Activities  within  one  week  after  the  event  with  a  written  report  stating  number 
printed,  number  of  complimentary,  number  sold,  number  unsold,  and  cash 
deposited.  (The  number  sold  multiplied  by  the  price  per  ticket  must  equal  the 
cash  deposited.) 

9.  All  shortages  must  be  accounted  for. 

10.  The  individual  signing  for  the  tickets  before  the  sale  will  be  held  individu- 
ally responsible  for  accounting  for  all  tickets  and  will  be  personally  responsible  for 
all  shortages.  (He  should  exercise  great  care  in  distributing  tickets  to  others  to 
sell;  his  records  should  show  at  all  times  where  every  ticket  is  and  who  has 
returned  tickets  and/or  money  to  him.  He  should  give  out  no  tickets  without 
getting  a  signed  receipt  for  them.)
